Vishinsky Makes 
Any Break Unlikely

congressional elections, u n d e r a proposal th a t S en a to r 
S o u th e rs ID , ria .I says he will submit to th e new 
Congress. The proposal, no new one. is endorsed also 
by Senator Fulbrlght <D, Ark.!, and w as recen tly 
publicised by Walter Llppman, th e new spaper c o m ­ 
m e n ta to r. 
S e n a to r Sm athers declares that m ost voters, in . 
th e ir vote for a Presidential-Vice P resid en tial tic k et, 
a re th in k in g primarily of the respective c a n d id a te s for 
President. They give little or no thought to how well 
a candidate for vice president would or wouldn't fill 
the Presidency. 
Tile Constitution says that In case of th e rem oval, 
death, resignation or inability of the President to 
discharge his powers and duties, "the same shall 
devolve on the vice president." This language means, 
said some authorities in 1841, when John Tyler was 
the first vice president In office on the d e a th of a 
President <W H H arrison!, that Tyler was to becom e 
only acting President, without the full authority of a 
President. 
Most authorities, however, held otherwise. Tyler 
In his Inaugural address said: "The person elected to 
the vice presidency , , . has had devolved upon him 
the Presidential office,** and he was not challenged In 
proceeding as though he had been elected President. 
Bo undoubtedly the Sm athers proposal could go Into 
e ffect only as a Constitutional a m en d m en t. 
The presidential succession act of 1792, In force for 
94 years, provided for a special election for President 
and Vice President In case both offices became vacant 
less than five m onths before the end of a Presidential 
term 
And In 1945 President Truman told Congress it 
ought to provide th at the m a n mow the sp eak er of 
the Housei who became chief executive on the death of 
both President and vice president should serve only 
until the midterm elections for Congress, or until a 
special election had been held to elect a new President 
and vice president. 


Dulles At State Department 
“He’s Lansing’s nephew, you know,** one old chair 
In the State D epartm ent could say to another when 
John Foster D ulles drops in at th e State D e p a rtm e n t 
building before taking over as secretary of State on 
• January 20. “Yes, and he’s old man Foster’s grandson.** 
one of the older antiques (inanim ate) in the building 
ran be imagined whispering to another. 
For the State D epartm ent building itself, however, 
the new secretary of State will have none of these old 
associations. This is a new edifice, modem and chaste, 
four blocks from the old one In which Secretaries 
Foster and L ansing held forth: In which the Presi­ 
dential press conferences are now held; and which, 
across the street from the White House, is an archi­ 
tectural gimcrack th at makes the esthetic grieve. 
Robert Lansing, uncle of the new secretary of 
State, was counselor of the State D epartm ent when 
Secretary Bryan resigned in 1915 over this country’s 
handling of the Oerman subm arine warfare Issue. 
President Wilson replaced Bryan with Lansing, but 
found him ’ too legalistic and unimaginative at th? 
peace conference in Paris, 
In Senate committee 
hearings Lansing was cited as having a poor opin io n 
of the Treaty of Versailles; some m onths later he 
resigned when upbraided by Wilson for calling cabinet 
meetings which the President w as too ill to call him self. 
John W. Foster, lawyer grandfather of the new 
secretary of State, was m inister to Mexico, Russia, 
and Spain: acted as agent for the U. 8 . also for China 
and for Mexico, in various international negotiations. 
Serving for eight m onths as secretary of State under 
President Benjamin Harrison, his chief accomplish­ 
ment was a treaty for annexing Hawaii, which Presi­ 
dent Cleveland later withdrew 
a a negotiated under 
questionable circumstances. 
Foster wrote much on 
diplomacy. 


Victory For Franco 
You might think that Tangler, on the northwest 
roast of Spanish Morocco, was as little worthy of 
attention as. say, Afghanistan. But you would agree 
th at the Strait of G ibraltar, guarding the western 
water entrance to the whole M editerranean area, Is 
strategically all-im portant In the contest between 
Russia and the West for th a t area. 
Well. Tangler lies Just outside the strait, Just as 
the Rock of G ibraltar lies just inside. The distance 
between the port and the Rock is only 35 miles, and 
any power occupying Tangler could dominate the 
straits Just about as effectively as could the British 
at “Gib.** 
Because all the great powers had been Jockeying 
for control of Tangler, the port and Its surrounding 
territory were neutralized and placed under interna­ 
tional control before World War I. After that war, in 
1923. a new agreem ent gave Spain much internal 
policing control of the Tangler zone. 
In 1640, after the 
Nazi conquest of France, 
Generalissimo Franco sent troops to occupy Tangier, 
calling the occupation necessary to preserve the port’s 
neutrality. 
The long-closed German consulate at 
Tangier was thereupon re-opened. London and W ash­ 
ington protested against the troops, but Franco w ith­ 
draw them only in 1945. after the end of the war 
At that time. the British and Americans were still 
hoping th at Russia would play ball with them. So a 
new agreem ent of 1945 gave Russia a seat, which she 
has refused to occupy because another seat went to 
Spain, on the eight-power Tangier control board. Last 
April General Franco demanded that the 1923 agree­ 
m ent be reinstated, and now much of that demand has 
been agreed to; It looks like a diplomatic victory for 
Franco.

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Spare Your Back

The U. S. seem s 
to have a choice of three courses—continuing on th e 
p re se n t sta le m a te d line. w ith heavy casu alties; bom b­ 
ing C hinese supply lines beyond th e Y alu, or pullin g 
o u t. 


The back is asked to take so 
much abuse we wonder why it 
does not rebel m ore often. With 
every motion or step, this struc­ 
ture is thrown into play to carry 
the weight of the upper part of 
the body and to m aintain balance. 
This m eans that it is never at rest 
except when lying down, but even 
here relaxation it incomplete be- 
cause most of us twist and turn 
tho sound asleep 
Engineers might find it difficult 
to im prove upon the spine. The 
hones and joints are held together 
by a network of ligam ents and 
muscles. The m uscles m ay be m as­ 
sive but m any individuals subject 
them to m ore stress and strain 
than nature intended. This results 
in aching, m ore so when the job 
is too hard or the load too heavy 
to carry. Some backs are strong 
enough but are placed at a dis­ 
advantage continuously thru faulty 
posture. The ensuing fatigue is one 
of the m ost frequent causes of 
backache. Ybars ago this discom ­ 
fort was called rheum atism but 
we now refer to it as postural 
strain or postural decom pensation.

common in women, especially the 
young m other. During pregnancy 
she is forced to bend backw ard lo 
ba la nee herself, which upsets the 
norm al alignm ent and throws a 
strain on the m uscles and liga­ 
ments. When there are other sm all 
children, the load is increased ac­ 
cording with housework, laundry, 
and

youngsters are lifted several tim es 
a day, which is done by bend- 
ing the spine rath er 
than

knees. In the evening she Intensi­ 
fies postural strain 
by 
w earing 
high heels to add glam or to her 
appearance. 
The ligam ents suffer most from 
habitual poor posture. 
Norm ally, 
in standing, the head and chest 
are held high, the abdom en is flat, 
and the buttocks do not protrude. 
In this way the hollow of the back 
Is kept to a m inim um . The knees 
need not be com pletely straight; 
if anything, the alignm ent is bet­ 
ter and not under tension when 
they are slightly bent. Deviations

to

fatigue and 
painful back spasm 
The woman with slouching shnul- 
dors and sagging lower abdom en 
and pelvis is a fam iliar sight. Her 
back is really hollow and unless 
sufficient rest in a relaxed posi­ 
tion is obtained to ease the pull 
on the ligam ents she is a good 
candidate for bachache. Some ob- 
fain relief during the day by lying 
on the floor with the legs resting 
on a chair. Sleeping on a firm 
bed is helpful but sagging m at­ 
tresses and springs will aggravate 
distress. Placing a large sheet of 
plywood between m attresses and 
springs has helped m any back­ 
ache victim s by m aking the bed 
firm er.

Life in Paris, and indeed in France, 
has finally lost the flavor o hectic 
insecurity that characterized the 
post-w ar years. Here and there, 
a fter the long night of dark hope­ 
lessness. one even finds a brave 
glim m er of hope for th# future, 
An Am erican, preparing to take 
his leave of Paris, m ay properly 
feel a modest pride in this return 
of a m ore norm al and healthy at­ 
m osphere Without the g reat initia­ 
tives of A m erican post-war policy, 
the 
night 
of 
Europe’s 
post-war 
hopelessness would surely, by now, 
have ended in final catastrophe, 
Y et there is poison in this French 
atm osphere also—a poison that ex­ 
presses itself in the truly venomous 
criticism of the United States and 
all its works that can now be heard 
everyw here in France. 
The pursuit of love, the struggle. 
to 
be 
liked 
by 
foreigners, 
are 
cardinal erro rs of foreign policy. 
The richest nation on earth, bear­ 
ing on ita shoulders the entire final 
responsibility for the fate of the 
W estern World, cannot expect to 
be held in affection by partner 
nations which m ust now acknow­ 
ledge this new leader. But it is also 
very dangerous if dislike and dis­ 
tru st reach such a pitch that calm 
discussion of common problem s be­ 
com es all but impossible. This is 
close to being the state of affairs 
today betw een France and Am er­ 
ica. 
Not Dependable Emotion 
It is easy enough to see the 
superficial causes of this grave 
trouble. The French after all think, 
not 
incorrectly, 
that 
the 
g reat 
A m erican policy initiatives which 
have saved France w ere also de­ 
signed to serve the interests of 
A m erica. G ratitude, like love, is 
never a dependable international 
emotion. 
M eanwhile, the French are de­ 
pressed by our deplorable habit of 
sending vaster missions to adm in­ 
ister our foreign policies than the 
O rm a n s used to send to control 
their satellites, They a re angered 
by such illogical vagaries as our 
attem pt to hunt with the French 
hounds and run with the Moslem 
hares in the Tunisian controversy. 
They are badly over-strained by 
the effort to rearm , to which we 
have sum m oned them . They cannot 
see why. In dealing with such prob­ 
lem s as Indo-China, "th e A m eri­ 
cans alw ays give ju st enough to 
keep our noses above w ater, so we 
alw ays 
feel 
as 
though 
we 
are 
drow ning,” as so good a friend of 
A m erica as Defense M inister Rene 
Pleven is rum ored to have re­ 
m arked. 
Add to all this the current tactics 
of the K rem lin and Its faithful her# 
in 
France. 
Anti-Am ericanism 
is 
now the only Communist touch­ 
stone. F ailure to appreciate this

Other Signs Of Trouble 
T here are plenty of other signs 
of the sam e trouble here in F rance. 
There is the w idespread French

There is the even m ore deeply root­ 
ed and still m o rt nonsensical belief 
that the future secretary of State,

obliterate Europe with hydrogen 
bom bs in order to free Poland and 
so gain votes in H am tram ck. But 
the sym ptom s of the disease, and 
even 
the

Freneh irritation against A m erica, 
a re far less im portant than the true 
sources of F rance’s anti-A m erican­ 
ism . 
The first, and least im portant of 
these sources, is the sim ple fact 
th at Europe, although returning to 
norm ality, is still tired. Tired men 
often prefer self-delusion to further 
effort. The Krem lin, by winding up 
its perform ance as the Terribl# 
Tem pered Mr. Bang, has encour­ 
aged this European tendency to 
self-delusion. It Is not Soviet prop­ 
aganda, 
but 
Soviet 
quiescence, 
which m akes the French hanker to 
forget about all the ugly problem s 
and requirem ents that the Ameri­ 
cans keep talking about. 
Even this would not have m atter­ 
ed much, however, if A m erican 
policy had not succum bed to a 
creeping 
paralysis shortly 
after 
K orea. A fter all. the responsibilities 
of leadership cannot be put in cold 
storage for very long. To be relied 
upon, to inspire confidence, a lead­ 
e r m ust lead. But our responsibili­ 
ties as leader of the W est hav# 
been utterly forgotten ever sine# 
the first roars of cam paign politic! 
w ere heard, 'way back in 1951.

Of the various nam es that had 
been suggested for secretary of 
State, only John Foster Dulles has 
had any F a r E astern as well as 
European 
experience. 
He 
has 
known F a r E astern affairs inti­ 
m ately and for a long tim e. Co­ 
author with Senator V andenberg 
of the so-called bi-partisan foreign 
policy, he entered the State D epart­ 
m ent as a Republican, only to be 
disillusioned by the policies and 
practices of the D em ocrats, who 
usually acted first and consulted 
afterw ards. He was an im portant 
factor at the San Francisco Confer­ 
ence where the C harter of the 
United Nations was w ritten. 
He 
arranged 
the 
Japanese 
Peace 
T reaty and tried to establish an 
A siatic alliance which would have 
included Form osa. 
John Foster D ulles's grandfather. 
John W. Foster, was secretary of 
State 
in 
the 
adm inistration 
of 
President B enjam in H arrison. His 
uncle, R obert Lansing, w as secre­ 
tary of State under Woodrow Wil­ 
son. His brother, Allen Dulles, was 
active in the OSS, particularly in 
the efforts to shorten the w ar by 
revolution in G erm any against Hit­ 
ler; he is now the num ber two 
m an in the C entral Intelligence 
Agency. 


Dulles will bring to the State 
Department not only a broad 
personal esperience but a fam ­ 
ily tradition of international re­ 
lations based upon the assump­ 
tion that America must not be 
sacrificed. His view, often writ­ 
ten and spoken, must have the 
full support of General Eisen­ 
hower who is not buying a pig 
in a poke. In fact, with the ex­ 
ception of Herbert Hoover, no 
Republican has so often pre­ 
sented 
his 
party’s 
position, 
which, while never isolationis- 
tic, has also never been so 
internationalistlc that America 
Is to be regarded as nothing 
more than a fat cow to be 
milked until dry. 


While com m itm ents m ade since 
1938 cannot be abandoned, it m ay, 
with som e confidence, be expected 
th at policies will be re-appraised 
and put on a m ore realistic basis 
in which the survival of the United 
States, as a g reat power, will not 
be subordinated to the necessities 
of all other countries w ithout due 
reg ard to our own. 
G eneral 
Eisenhow er’s 
appoint­ 
m ents thus fa r represent not so 
m uch political apportionm ent as a 
reg ard 
for 
efficient 
operations. 
C. E. Wilson, of G eneral M otors— 
who m ust be identified in this m an­ 
ner to distinguish him from the 
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C. E. Wilson of G eneral Electric-— 
will bring to the D epartm ent of 
Defense the capacity for organiza­ 
tion and production which that de­ 
partm ent has not had since it w as 
founded.

founder and Imaginative spirit 
who envisioned the concept of

establish­ 
ment. He gave his life ta th at 
cause. 
Louis Johnson had ta 
battle against difficult opposi­ 
tion for a program designed by

unpopular but whirl! 
was wrecked by the Korean 
War. General George Marshall 
was neither by temperament 
nor tradition suitable for a 
civilian 
post 
and 
spoiled 
a 
great reputation In the three 
such posts he held. Robert A. 
Lovett has done an outstanding 
Job. 


It is fortunate th at he will be 
followed by C. E. Wilson, who has 
the advantage of being a produc­ 
tion m an rath er than a banker. It 
is on the production side th at our 
defenses are w eakest, despite our 
superiority in productive capacity. 
G eneral Eisenhow er has pledged 
him self to elim inate w aste in th# 
arm ed forces. As a com m anding 
general and as a form er chief-of- 
staff, he understands the nature 
and reason for w aste. He puts a t 
the head of the national defense 
one who has long been associated 
with one of the best m anaged pro­ 
ductive com panies of the United 
States. 


It is to be assumed that what 
General 
Eisenhower 
has 
in 
mind la the application of th# 
most tested principles of man­ 
agement to the problems of 
national defense. 
One of the 
difficulties 
that 
the 
civilian 
heads of defense establishments 
encounter is that the generals 
and admirals insist on their 
methods and their specifica­ 
tions aa the only ones that will 
work; 
otherwise the country 
will be conquered aud lost for­ 
ever. 
It will be difficult for 
any military man to tell that 
to General Eisenhower. It will 
be equally difficult to tell that 
to C. E. Wilson who is even now 
sitting on the other side* of the 
table, making what the Army 
has ordered. This combination 
of knowledge brought into de­ 
fense ought to be unbeatable. ' 


Defense and State D epartm ents 
have had a way of fighting over 
foreign policy.

Seven witnesses, including Brooke < 
Bodkin, forester stationed here,' 
testified against William Norris, 


railroad track worker, and George 
Norris, unemployed, who live on 
the Old Hirer Road on Sideling Hill 
Mountain. 
The two Norrises were fined HOO 
and costa each by Trial Magis­ 
trate Edward P. Fost at th* lone 
hearing 
conducted Saturday at 
Hancock. They pleaded not guilty. 
They appealed the decision of the 
magistrate and were freed after 
posting $500 bond each. 
State's witnesses testified that 
three fires were stirted on the Old 
Riser Road about I a. rn and were 
quickly extinguished by fire fight­ 
ers. 
Guy Vance, 
Hancock 
taxicab 
driver, stated he hauled the two 
brothers to the top of Sideling Hill 


Mountain at 12:30 a. rn. Sunday,; 
November 2. 
There, he stated, the three talked 
to a crew of men who were fighting 
the fire in the Woodmont Rod and 
Gun Club section. Shortly after that 
they left enroute to the Norris 
brothers’ hut. One and one-half 
miles from Route 40 the cab had to 
turn around because of a tree that 
had fallen across the road, Vance; 
testified. 
Fifteen minutes later the two; 
brothers started to walk to their; 
home after two other witnesses,' 
both firefighters, Paul Bowman and 
Norman Munson said they removed 
the log. 
Then, the state declared, new 
fires broke out along the Old Rizer 


Road between the roadblock and 
the Norris brothers’ home. 
The crew fighting the fire noticed 
these new outbreaks, Bodkin ex­ 
plained, and quickly extinguished 
them. Bodkin and an aide went im­ 
mediately to the Norris brothers’ 
home and found them. 
The state’s seven witnesses con­ 
tended that because of the intense 
patrol system set up that Saturday 
night and early Sunday morning. 
it was impossible for anyone to get 
into the Old Rizer Road and not be 
detected doing so.

Douglas M cKay, now governor of 
Oregon, w ill have a tough problem 
dumped into his lap right after he 
takes office Jan .
